Tbo fnll significance of Seuafelder's 


great discovery, just 100 years'ago, was 
not so much that a calcareous stone 
may bo bitten by a weak, solution of 
acid, so that tho raised portion when 
greased (the snrronading' parts being 
\?et) may print in a press lika a wood 
out—though with n scraping, not r. di- 
rect downward, pressure—but it consist- 
cdin the demonstration, in the first plr.ce, 
that prints from its surface may be re- 
duplicated in yast numbers without vis- 
ible deterioration, and in the second, 
and still mores important, that each such 
print is practically an original. Nay, 
more chan this. As M. H. P, Dillon re- 
minds me in a panegyric onliis favorite 
art, the greatest merit of this method of 
preserving and indefinitely multiplying 
a drawing lies in the escape of the artist 
from the traduttore traditore—from mis- 
representations by engraver or by cam- 
era. 
Indeed, \vheu the artist has made 


his design upon tho stone itself, each 
impression from it is as much the 
original 
as each and every photo- 


•grapbic"prin"t taken from a negative is 
an original and not a copy of nny other 
thing. Even when the artist has drav.'n 
upon transfer paper instead of on tho 
stone (proceeding for convenience sake, 
which, in tbe opinion of some purists, 
is held in a measure to invalidate the 
name of lithography as applied to it, 
though not thereby reflecting in r,ny de- 
gree on tho beauty of the work itself), 
the impressions taken aroEtiliorigiuals, 
inasmuch as the actual work, Iho artist's 
own lines and dots, have in due course 
been transferred bodily by mechanical 
pressure to the surface of the stone, and 
this, after it has been inked and printed 
from, renders each proof then taken of 
equal excellence. Aiid.the point of it all 
is this, that until tho stone is inked nud 
a print taken the artist's work is not 
complete; so that every print does really 
become a genuine original.—Iu. 11.

Bnt 
wo have one tumble weed in the easi>— 
the old witch grass, so called maybe be- 
cause it ridos the wiud, like an old bel- 
dame. In September this grass spreads 
its head, or panicle, with hairJike, pnr- 
ple branches, in every sandy field. When 
tho seeds are ripe, the plants are blown 
across the field, often piling up in masses 
along fences arid hedgerows. As might 
bo expected, the hair grass, which has 
so effective a way of spreading itself, is 
found throughout tbo United States 
from ocean to ocean. — Thomas H. Kear-

favorite corporations is not stated. Ho 
does not refer to the large amount of 
silver bullion owned by the Govern- 
ment or snggest its coinage to relieve 
the financial stringency. His mind is 
so occupied with gold that be does not 
devote any time to silver, except to 
mention the fact that over $60,000,000 
worth of it was exported last year. 


The message, with tbe possible ex- 


ception of the paragraph defining the

WASHINGTON, December 7th. 


To the Congress of the United States.— 


As representatives of the people in the 
legislative branch of tbeir Government, 
you have assembled at a time when the 
strength and excellence of ourfieein^ 
stitutions and the fitness of our citi' 
zsns to en joy popular rule have been 
again made manifest. A political con- 
test, 
involving momentous conse- 


quences fraught with feverish appre- 
hension and creating agressiveness so 
intense as to approach bitterness and 
passion, has been waged throughout 
the land and deteimined by free and 
independent suffrage without disturb- 
ance of our tranquility or the least 
sign of weakness in our national struc- 
ture. Wbyn we consider these inci- 
dents and contemplate the peaceful 
obedience and manly submission which 
have succeeded a heated clash of politi- 
cal opinions, we discover abundant 
evidence of a determination on the part 
of our countrymen to abide by every 
verdict of the popular will and to be 
controlled at all times by an abiding 
faith in the agencies established for tbe 
direction of the affairs of their Govern- 
ment. 
Thus, our people exhibit a 


patriotic disposition which entitles 
them to demand oC those who under- 
take to make and execute their laws 
such faithful and unselfish service in 
their behalf as can only be prompted 
by a serious appreciation of the trust 
and confidence which the acceptance of 
public duty invites. 


With this analysis of the recent 


election President Cleveland begins his 
annual message to Congress.

aspect during the past year, owing to 
{he decisive actions on the part of the 
great nations and consequent awaken- 
ing of the Turkish Government to the 
demand of humans civilization.

far as the United States Government is 
concerned it has left undone nothing 
for

missionaries and citizens ia the Otto- 
man Empire. 


Continuing, the President says: "I 


do not believe that the present sombre 
prospect m Turkey will be long per- 
mitted to offend tbo sight of Christian- 
dom. 
It so mars the humane and en- 


lightened civilization that oolongs to 
the close of the nineteenth century 
that it seems hardly possible that the 
earnest demand of the good people 
throughout the Christian woild for its 
corrective treatment will remain nn- 
answeieci." 


THE CUBAN SITUATION. 


President Cleveland, in dealing with 


the Cuban situation, unalterably op- 
poses the recognition of the insurgents 
as bolligerauts. He believes the situa- 
tion to bo too delicate for any interven- 
tion on the part of the United States at 
the present time, although his message 
stiongly hints that the ultimate out- 
come may require an aggressive stand 
on 
the 
part of this Government, 


With greatest delicacy he devotes a 
large portion of his message to a re- 
view of tbe situation, and points a<, a 
solution of the problem the offer to 
Cuba on the part of Spain guarantee- 
ing autonomy. 
The insurrection, he 


declares, still continues with all per- 
plexities. No decision has been reached 
in the trial at nrma. If Spain has not 
yot re-established her authority neither 
have tha iiiodrbents yet made, good 
their title to be regarded as sin inde- 
pendent State. The pretext that civil 
government exists on tbe ibland, ex- 
cept so far as Spam is able to maintain 
it, has been practically abandoned. 
But that exception being made the en- 
tire country is either given over to 
anarchy or is snbject to a military occu- 
pation of one or other party. It is re- 
ported, indeed, on reliable authority 
that at tbe demand of the Oommander- 
in-Chief of the insurgent aimy the 
putative Cuban government has now 


given up all attwnps to exercise its 
functions leaving that government con 
fessedly in the bands of the insurgents 
but there is the best of reason for sap 
posing it always to have been a govern- 
ment merely on paper. 


President Cleveland is disposed to

Spanish arms and of tbe Cuban tactics. 
Ho says, however, unless a speedy con- 


i test in the open is had the policy of the 


I Spanish government not to interfere 
! with the destruction of property will

island. 


AMEHICAN CAPITAL IS CUBA. 


The message points out the many en- 


tangled interests of the United States 
in Cuba. 
Almost fifty millions of 


American capital is invested there, and 
the trade before the resolution reached 
$100,000,000 annually. Our concern in 
Cuba therefore is neither sentimental 
aor wholly philanthropic, but in many 
ways are both. He points out the diffl- 
culti^s which wo are subjected to by 
reason of the many Gnba'-i residents 
who aro naturalized Americans and i 
who, 
while aiding tbe 
insurrection 


through public meeting", the press, war 
funds and other means, require the 
constant vigilance of the authorities at 
Washington. Besides this, the natural 
sympathy of the people of this country 
with those who struggle for a better 
and a freer government combined to 
the adventurous and restless elements 
m Eniope, makes the position of the 
United States in its declared neu- 
trality most 
difficult 
to maintain. 


These inevitable entanglements and 
considerations of philanthropy 'and 
humanity in general have led to a 
vehement demand in various quarters 
for some sort of positive intervention 
on tho part of the United States. 


AGAINST BELLIGERENT BIGHTS. 


He does not think Spain desires to 


sell, and deprecates war with Spain as 
a settlement of the question on the 
ground that there is not sufficient 
reason for this country to violate its 
universal reputation on tho most pacific 
of powers and the desire of its people 
to live in amity with all tho world. The 
United States, he says has plenty of 
territory and should continue to mani- 
fest its patient endurance, which is no 
slight testimonial of the regard for 
Spain on tho part of the Amsrican peo- 
ple. 
While remembering tho past

neither the peo-ls nor ^he government 
of the United ;Jtaies have shut their 
eyos to the course of Spain in this con- 
test.

offer to Cub", genuine autonomy, a 
measure of home rule, which, while 
preserving the sovereignty of £ipain, 
would satisfy all rational requirements 
of her Cuban subjects, there should be 
no just reason why the pacification of 
the island might not be affected on 
that basis. 
It would put the prosper- 


ity of the island and the fortunes of its 
inhabitants within their ow-n control 
without severing the natural 
and 


ancient ties which bind them to the 
mother country." 


It has been intimated to Spain, and 


that country does not seem unwilling 
to adopt tho suggestion, 
that the 


United States act as mediator in bring- 
ing about this result. 
At the same 


time Spain demands that the iqsur- 
geuts lay down their arms before a 
compromise will be considered, and 
the Cubans insist on something more 
definite than a promise of automouy be- 
fore they will consent to do ao. 
In 


any even the President says the United 
States should make no attempt to ac- 
quire the island and should prevent 
any other power from acquiring it. If, 
however, the ability of Spain to de- 
monstrate 
its 
sovereignty 
powers 


become manifest, the United Status 
should not hesitate to recognize and dis- 
charge its duties without in any way 
stimulating a disregard to duty or ill- 
timed expression of feeling.

Htijjauu sent it to Hallbauer, m Ger- 
i iany, and the latter made from a por- 
tion of it a memorial tablet. This wa° 
presented to Bismarok in April, 3894 
It bore this inscription in German: 
•'For yon, Prince Bismarok, the Iron 
Chancellor, Hermogenes forged this iron 
nt Magnesia 200 B. C. Humanii found 
it iii the temple of Artemis after 2,000 
years and sent it to Hallbauer, who gave 
it the form in which it shall bear wit- 
ness that your deeds shall outlive mil- 
lenia " 


At the time of the presentation to 


Bismarok St<»hl nnd Eisen gave a photo- 
graphic reproduction of the plate and 
an account of the discovery of the iron. 
The temple of Artemis, one of the most 
magnificent of ancient monuments, was 
rebuilt about 800 B. C., though by some 
the date is put nt 200 B. C. 


The metal is described as approximat- 


ing steel in its composition, though 
closely akin to malleable iron. It was 
made at a low temperature, and great 
care was necessary in the forging. It 
was found rather difficult to roll the 
pieces that were preserved as relics, 
these having a, diameter of about one- 
half inch.—Iron Trade Review. 


The Chinese Are Self Helpful. 


The percentage of foreigners in our 


hospitals, asylums and penal institu- 
tions is overwhelming. But the Chinese 
make little-call upon us for philacthio- 
py, and that only for medical help.

This is loaned 
to needy men without security or iiitei- 
est, and when repaid it is loaned e^ain, 
and thus many a man is carried through 
T sickness or set np in business, and 
outsiders are none the wiser.—"The 
Chinese of New Yoj.k," by Helen F.

That signal bos been to the whist 
players of the world like the pillar of 
fire to the children of Israel For more 
than 40 years it has led them np and 
down in the wilderness of arbitrary con- 
ventions, but it has never brought them 
to the promised land of better whist. 


The blue peter was the introduction 


to whist of a purely arbitrary signal or 
convention, and its seed has spread like 
a thistle's Wil it has entirely overran 
the old game of' "calculation", pbaBry&i 
non, position and tenaoe," leaving in its 
place long suits, American leads, plain 
suit echoes, four signals and directive 
diwarda These seem to have choked np 
all the dash, brilliancy and individual- 
ity in our whist players, reducing them
